MAY HURRY THINGS UP 

Whatever it may mean in results, Italy is 
now on the outside looking in, cut off from the 
comity of nations, without markets abroad or 
sources of supply, dependént upon its own re- 
sources, and of necessity compelled to make 
such monetary arrangements as an isolated 
position may call for. 

Perhaps this will force the abandonment of 
the conquest of Abyssinia, but that appears 
doubtful. The Italian forces now hold prob- 
ably as much of the country gs Mussolini wants, 
and the League is in the position of having 
called out the brigade after the house has 
burned. 

What “sanctions” may do is cause I] Duce 
to make a more merciful treaty with Haile 
Selassie than he otherwise would, for the sake 
of getting the business ended before the uni- 
versal embargo begins to cause hardship and 
unrest in Italy. While the Abyssinian army 
remains intact Italian forces must keep the field 
until a treaty is made. 


HE WILL BE AN ASSET 

Those who are neither hide-bound partisans 
nor unquestioning worshippers of the present 
money system in all its ramifications will be 
glad to know that Mr. McGeer won out in the 
Vincouver recount and will go to Ottawa as a 
member of parliament. 

Mr. McGeer’s talent for compromise is un- 
doubtedly limited, and a man lacking that talent 
occasionally makes trouble for a government 
But parliament can stand a few McGeers with 
great advantage to the country, and little danger 
of upsetting stability in the present circum- 
stances.

Those engaged in dozens of occupations will 
profit directly, by the wider markets open to 
them. Primary producers in particular will 
find their position vastly improved. And people 
of all sections and classes will benefit as lowered 
duties and sharpened competition react to bring 
down the prices of consumer goods. 

The farmer, the miner, the lumberman, the 
fisherman, will be able to reach new customers 
at profitable prices, while paying less for the 
machinery and equipment they have to buy. 

The reduction of the tariff taxes on heavy 
cattle is estimated to amount to $9 a head. 
Canada shipped 100,000 head of such cattle to 
the United States during the last ten months. 
It is reasonable to suppose Canadian cattlemen 
may profit directly to the extent of a million 
dollars a year from this remission alone.

The Passing Show

In Soviet Russia, a young man or woman 
reaches legal maturity at the age of eighteen. 
It is 18 years since the Bolshevik revolution. 
Soviet Russia came of age gJast Sunday. 

This, of itself is a noteworthy feat. The 
Paris Commune lasted but 70 days. When the 
Bolsiieviks had 
seventy - one days, Lenin 
hailed it as a noteworthy re- 
cord. Each additional day 
was an achievement then. 

More significant even than 
the length of days, is the 
security and progress the 
Bolsheviks have achieved. 
The Soviet government is 
seemingly as secure at home 
as any of the monarchial or 
capitalist governments—and 
a good deal more secure than some. It has 
earned recognition by all the leading govern- 
ments. Now that Premier Bennett has gone, 
Canada will doubtless fall in line with the 
governments of Britain and United States and 
cultivate diplomatic and trade relations with 
this people who have emerged from their blood 
bath and poverty into a new life of stability 
and progress.

Two systems that started in violent antagon- 
ism—one capitalistic and the other anti-capital- 
istic—are now pursuing their courses, side by 
side, in peace. In the complexus of hates and 
jealousies that still keeps Europe a hot-bed of 
racial troubles, Soviet Russia, far from fanning 
the smouldering heat into flame, has used her 
influence for peace. It is not an over-statement 
to say that Great Britain, the one nation which 
still retains marked and sincere affection for 
the Throne, would be as concerned to protect 
Soviet Russia from military encroachment as 
she is today concerned for the protection of 
Ethiopia. 

Not that there is any comparison between 
the relative mights of Soviet Russia and 
Ethiopia. The war machine that Russia has 
built up for her defence is probably equal in 
efficiency and might to that of any other nation; 
vastly different in technical skill, armaments 
and the devotion of her soldiery than it was in 
the corrupt days of the Czarist regime. 

The attitude of the world has changed to- 
ward Soviet Russia as the Soviet itself changed. 
Even Louis Fischer, Moscow author of “Soviet 
Journey,” and staunch defender of Sovietism 
has to admit that “the Russian system is not real 
Communism. At the present stage of develop- 
ment, when capitalist psychology lingers in the 
mental make-up of every Soviet citizen, com- 
plete equality of compensation would destroy 
initiative and retard progress. The Bolsheviks 
merely try to prevent excessive variations of 
income.” . 

Engineers and the professional classes were 
regarded as enemies in the early days of the 
Soviet, and treated as such. But in 1931 they 
were “raised to the level of workingmen.” In 
the present year, peasants have been granted 
the same civil rights as factory hands. 

Army and navy titles were restored in Sep- 
tember of this year—lieutenant, captain, major 
and colonel, but not general and admiral. Man- 
ners and dress are being introduced. In the 
last three months of this year, Moscow factories 
will turn out 1,250,000 starched collars.’ The 
day when grimy necks, long hair and dirty 
fingernails were the hallmarks of good citizenry 
is departing. Out of the 170,000,000 inhabitants 
of Soviet Russia, 69,000,000 were born under 
the sigkle and hammer. Counting those who 
were children under six years of age on Nov. 
17, 1917, when the Revolution began, there are 
82,000,000 individuals in Soviet Russia who 
have known nothing but Sovietism. 


Whether you believe in Sovietism or not, the | 


fact must be faced that Soviet Russia has estab- 
lished itself in the strength and devotion of its 
people. 


Emperor Haile Selassie’s subtitle “The Con- 
quering Lion of Judah” seems a little fulsome 
under present circumstances, However, a learn- 
ed professor of Oriental languages makes ex- 
planation. He says that in the original, the title 
reads “A lion who has survived since the days 
of Judah”—a description of his proud genealogy. 
rather than a boast of present exploits 

It’s now or never if Selassie’s men are to 
make a stand against the Italians. The invaders 
are into the mountain fastnesses where warfare 
of the sort that the Ethiopian tribes are said to 
excel at, is possible. But even if the Ethiopians 
fail to make a stand their cause is not lost. 
“General January” beat the Emperor Napoleon: 
the Italian campaign is likely to be beaten by 
weather and shortage of funds 

Italy prior to 1930 regularly balanced her 
budgets yearly at around twenty billion lire. 
Since 1931 she has had steadily mounting de- 
ficits. In 1932 she had 4 deficit of three and half 
billion lire; for 1934 the deficit was seven bil- 
lions. The public debt is more than 150 billion 
lire—and still mounting. 

At the beginning of this year, Italy had a 
larger percentage of unemployed than any 
nation except United States. The legal minimum 
for gold reserve was 40 per cent. In 1931 the 
Bank of Italy boasted a 53.4 per cent gold cov- 
erage. Today it is less than half that amount. 
Gold is leaving the country daily, under the 
economic sanctions, in payment of needed im- 
ports. Italy must irnport most of the things she 
needs for munitions—coal, iron, copper, tin, 
nickel, etc.—and has only a domestic market for 
financing war loans. Mussolini's bootleg trade 
in needed imports will have to be conducted on 
a cash basis. The amount of cash is steadily 
dwindling. His people cannot even feed them- 
selves without an import trade in foodstuffs. He 
can export nothing but gold in return to the 
League nations. 

Mussolini in the quiet early morning hours 
of seclusion, when he is not employed in pro- 
jecting his jaw before a camera or breathing 
heroic sentences to a sound machine, must 
regret his refusal to accept the offer of the 
League of Nations to arbitrate Italy's grievances 
against Ethiopia. He chose to appeal to force, 
and the force of money, trade, public opinion, 
disease and distance, have united with the slim 
military resources of the Ethiopians to bring his 
navies and preparations to nought

Man is primarily a creature of sensation 
and these sensations come to him through 
speciai sense organs which refer stimuli to the 
appropriate brain centres. We are all familiar 
with the five senses: the senses of sight, hear- 
ing, touch, taste, and smell; however, man 
possesses other special senses 
such as the temperature 
sense, muscle sense and so 
on, Certain senses are more 
useful than others; thus, in 
man, the sense of sight is the 
most important. Probably 95 
per cent of all that we learn, 
we learn through this one 
special channel. In man, the 
. sense of smell is rather poor 

and is certainly inferior to 
Dr. F. McCoy that of the dog. It has been 
estimated that as high as 85 per cent of all the 
movements made by our muscles depend upon 
seeing. Muscular response depends to a large 
extent upon vision, or upon seeing. 

In simplest forms of life, no special sense 
organs were developed. The amoeba needed no 
special organ of sight, because the whole body 
was all eye. However, with more complicated 
development, we find that life in certain forms 
depends upon specializing of cells, and certain 
cells specialize, taking over the work of see- 
ing, becoming the organ of sight. In man, the 
organ of sight is the eye and the eye is the 
only part of the human body which sees; just 
as the ear is the part which hears. The sense 
of touch is more widely distributed than the 
other senses and nerve endings which enable 
us to distinguish touch are distributed over 
a great deal of the skin surface. 

A sense organ is so constructed that it will 
respond to its own particular stimulus—thus, 
the eye responds to light and the ear to sound 
and so on. Each sense ergan is made up of 
three parts, First, is the outer organ itself 
which responds to the stimulus, next this 
stimulus is carried inward over a nerve path 
which conducts it to the third part, which is 
a special centre in the brain where those par- 
ticular messages are handled. It is the brain 
centre which does the real feeling, the real 
perceiving. A stimulus reaches the sense organ 
but this is transformed by the brain centre into 
a sensation. 

It is interesting to note that the sense organs 
receive stimuli, only because, like all other cells 
in the body, they are capable of being irritated. 
Irritability is the primal attribute of a cell. 
The kind of irritability depends upon the kind 
of sense organ—thus the eye is irritable to 
light, the ear to sound and so on. The nerves 
of the special sense organs are so highly spe- 
cialized that they respond to any irritation by 
their own particular, inherent kind of sensation. 
This irritation may consist of trauma or injury. 
For example, any irritation of the optic nerve, 
or of the seeing nerve, will make you see light. 
You may be in a totally darkened room and 
yet if you strike your eye by bumping it on a 
door, the blow will make you see colored lights, 
or stars, The optic nerve will respond to irrita- 
tion by making you see a light. The auditory 
nerve, or the nerve which does the hearing may 
be irritated by toxic material in the blood and 
you will then hear sounds. For example, when 
you have a cold, and the germs are producing 
toxic substances which are picked up by the 
bloodstream, these substances will irritate the 
hearing nerve and you will hear buzzing sounds, 
or ringing noises in your ears. Actually, there 
is no noise for you to hear, and yet you will 
seem to hear noises, because an irritation is 
affecting the hearing nerve, which, just because 
it specializes in hearing, can do nothing else 
but give you a sound. The optic nerve can give 
you only a sensation of light and the auditory 
nerve can give you only a sensation of sound. 

In a future article, I will discuss some of 
the other special senses which do such interest- 
ing work for you. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. I. L. asks: “One of the 
children in the neighborhood has pink-eye and 
I wish you would advise me as whether it is 
contagious enough so that I should keep my 
children away from the youngster.” 

ANSWER—Pink-eye is a highly contagious 
disorder. The term “pink-eye” refers to an 
acute inflammation of the conjuctiva. The 
patient complains of itching of the eyes, which 
are red, and this is followed by a secretion of 
mucus, This form of conjuctivitis is not as 
serious as some of the other forms.

On this date, in 1759, the re- 
mains of General James Wolfe, 
the victor on the Plains of Abra- 
ham on September 13 previously, 
were placed beside the body of 
his father, Colonel Edward Wolfe, 
in a vault under the parish 
church of St. Alfege at Green- 
wich. The Royal William, which 
had left Quebec on October 18, 
reached Spithead on November 
16. The next morning the cof- 
fin was taken ashore in a 12-oared 
barge and received at Portsmouth 
with military honors, It was then 
conveyed by land to Blackheath, 
thousands of people lining the 
route to the Wolfe home. The fu- 
neral was a state one, attended by 
all the political and military not- 
ables of the day. 

Five years later Wolfe's moth- 
er died and her body was placed 
in the same vault between her 
husband and her son. A marble 
slab was placed over the door

Editor Bulletin: The editorial 
in Saturday’s issue of the Bul- 
letin on the “Budget Balancing” 
opens the way for some com- 
ments in reference to “firing em- 
ployees and cutting wages” which 
were mentioned in the editorial. 

It is a matter of comment that 
one of the provincial cabinet 
ministers has charge of the work 
of two cabinet officers and one 
deputy minister, and draws a 
salary of $9000. 

Would it not be much wiser 
economy to use the $9000 to em- 
ploy three officials. It certainly 
would distribute greater purchas- 
ing powers. It would not be a 
sacrificial life for any public offi- 
cial to live on $3000 per year. 

It is assumed that all the cab- 
inet ministers draw salaries of 
the same amount. Nine thousand 
dollars is a lot of money these 
days. It means $750 per month, 
which would be a princely yearly 
income for thousands of families 
in Alberta.

The 
monument best known to Cana- 
dians is that at Quebec, where 
the leaders of both British and 
French armies are honored in the 
one shaft, typical of the unity of 
the races which has followed in 
the years that have passed.

During discussion of the medicat 
report for schools, Dr. D. J. Dunn, 
medical officer, stated his depart- 
ment was prepared to carry out 
diphtheria inoculation treatments 
for children of pre-school age, from 
the age of six months up.

HOSPITAL BODY 
CONVENES HERE 


Municipal hospitals caring for 
indigent transients are seeking re- 
imbursement from the provincial 
government, it was revealed at the 
twelfth annual convention of the 
Alberta Municipal Hospitals Asso- 
ciation, held Tuesday at the Mac- 
donald. 

Nineteen delegates passed a reso- 
lution asking the government to 
take the matter under advisement. 

On the assumption that municipal 
hospitals are operated for service. 
not for profit, the delegates voted 
that these institutions should be 
free from all debt adjustment leg- 
islation. They felt that enforced 
moratoriums impede collection of 
hospital accounts. 

“These cases come in and they | 
have no place to go until they are | 
cured,” said H. A. Ford, of Stettler, | 
speaking of the indigent transients. | 
“They are, consequently, kept in 
the hospital and it amounts to a 
very large bill.”

Instead of guessing at the least 
strength required to take partner out 
of an opening bid of 1 No Trump 
without probable loss, we will state 
what “card mechanics’ (the science 
of cards) has to offer on the subject 
of suit take-outs of partner's opening 
bids of no trumps. The first thing 1s 
that no hand ever can be too strong 
for profitable take-outs, but such hold- 
ings call for unnecessarily high bids, to 
show that certain game and possible 
slam is anticipated.

The minimum pearfectly sound op- | 
ening bid of 1 No Trump requires 3] 
guarded suits and 5 probable tricks, | 
including quick tricks Partner 
must not assume anything stronger 
than announced Those 5 probable 
tricks assume that the bidder will 
have the advantage of being declarer 
thus having the opening lead come 
up to him, instead of going through 
him. The probable tricks are depend- 
ent for their value upon partner hav- 
ing his fair share of honor strength 
missing from the declaring hand, Prob- 
ably opponents will over-call the no 
trump if dummy ts trickless, but in 
case they fail to do this the 5 probable 
tricks of declarer will reduce to not 
more than 4 actual winners, possibly 
he will win not more tan 3 tricks. 
These matters must be taken into con- 
sideration by partner contemplating 
a suit take-out. Consider also the 
probability that the opening bidder 
will bid 2 No Trumps over the attempt- 
ed take-out, or he will show his own 
best suit. The one taking out should 
think what he will do when partner 
rebids, and he should do this thinking
